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Washington, September 14,—(Unit- 
ed News.)—American = shipbuilding 
men, headed by Charles M. Schwab, 
ef the Bethlehem Steel Corporation, 
will be called personally before the 
senate investigating committee next 
Friday to be questioned as to whether 
they spent money to bring about the 
breakdown of President Coolidge’s 
Geneva disarmament conference in 
1027. 

The committee decided today on 
this procedure and thereby relegated 
to the background William B. Shearer, 
big navy propagandist, who prompted 
this’ inquiry when he sued three com- 
panies, including that of Schwab, for 
$300,000 alleged salary for his anti- 
disarmament work at Geneva. 

Paid Shearer $50,000. . 

The committee apparently is going 
after more evidence than President 
Hioover received from the letters of 
inquiry on the same subject which were 
sent to officials of the three contpanies 
involved, the Bethlehem Shipbuilding 
Company, a subsidiary of the Steel 
Corporation; the American Brown Bo- 
veri Company, and the Newport News 
Shipbuliding Company. 

In their replies to the president the 


officials of these companies said they 
had employed Shearer for a time, not 
to oppose the government’s disarma- 
ment plans. They generally character- 
ized him more as “an observer” and 
contended his suit for $250,000 was 
groundless. They had already paid 
him some $50,000, according to 
Shearer.

Be 20 Per Cent Larger 
Than Expected. 


Atlanta's new union passenger sta- 


tion on a site faci 

street viaduct, will be 

larger than the original plans for the 
building submitted to the Georgia 
Public Service Commission, \it was 
vealed in figures obtained <= day 
from McDonald & Co., engineers, of 
Atlanta. 

The main waiting room of the new 
station will be 40 by 75 feet in size 
instead of approximately 32 and 60 
as originally planned. The colored 
waiting room will be enlarged at the 
same ratio, the present size being 39 
by 40 feet. The plaza in {front of the 
station will be 100 hy 100 feet and a 
40-foot.-viaduct will be constructed on 
the south side of the station running 
from Forsyth to Spring streets. The 
ceilings in the building will be 29 feet 
high-and the interior will be of the 
latest modern construction. A marble 
wainscoat 7 feet high will be installed 
in all the rooms of the station. The 
rooms will be finished in ornamental 
plated work with elaborate lighting 
fixtures. The lights will be arranged 
so that each seat will have a light 
for reading purposes at night, while 
the whole building will be illuminated 
by an indirect lightin, system. 

Three automatic gates will be used 
leading from a concourse 26 by 8&1 
feet. These gates will be opened and 
closed by the operator through the 
use of a foot pedal. Crowds board- 
ing trains will use one stairway while 
crowds arriving from trains will use 
another. The three gates will serve 
seven tracks. 

Layers of lead and asbestos will 
prevent all vibration in the build- 
ing as trains pass through the station. 
The building will rest on steel stilts 
30 feet high. 

The building will be served with 
circulating ice water and in the sum- 
mer a system of ventilation will be 
used which will keep the air in mo- 
tion and keep the building cool. Com-

The dead woman was Mrs. Ella 
May Wiggins, 29, mother of five chil- 
dren, whose home was in Bessemer 
City. She was shot and killed after 
a truck carrying 21 mill .workers 
toward the Loray mill strikers’ tent 
colony was stopped by a mob as it 
neared the Loray section of Gastonia, 
turned back toward Bessemer City 
and wrecked when it collided with 
another car. 

Deputies on Scene.

The mob violence éccurred a mile 
or more from the scene of the in- 
tended meeting. Twenty-five heavily 
armed deputy sheriffs stood guard 
around the section where the meeting 
was scheduled to be held and only 
Oak, who was arrested, braved’ the 
cordon. He was charged with carry- 
ing concealed weapons, and the driver 
of his car with reckless driving.

today. | 

On the tenth anniversary of prohi- 
bition next January 16 these cam- 


‘paigns will reach a climax, when both 


opponents and protagonists of nation- 
al prohibition are planning to observe 
completion of the first decade in dry 
law history with major displays of 
their relative strength. 

Both sides are concentrating now on 
research activities to provide material 
for newspaper and pamphlet publica- 
tion. 

Momentarily, the field of battle is 
occupied chiefly by the Anti-Saloon 
League and the Association Against 
the Prohibition Amendment, but the 
federal government expects to enter 
the lists soon with publication of fac- 
tual material now being prepared un- 
der the direction of Prohibition Com- 
missioner James M. Doran. Congress 
appropriated $50,000 for this work, 
but the bureau's first efforts. which 
contemplated a campaign in the 
schools, was balked by the president 
and a more modest effort is now un- 
der way.

Hundreds of telegrams and letters 
of condolence were received by the 
Wright family Saturday when the 
news was printed of the death of the 
beloved Georgia official. Many promi- 
nent state officials, judges of the su- 
preme court and court of appeals, su- 
perior court judges, mayors of Georgia 
cities and county officials wrote let- 
ters paying tribute to the career of 
General Wright. 

Among the officials who made pub- 
lic statements were Judge Price Gil- 
bert, of the supreme court; Eugene 
Talmadge, commissioner of agricul- 
ture; Mayor I. N. Ragsdale, of At- 
Janta: Judge Samuel C. Atkinson, of 
the supreme court; George H. Cars- 
well, secretary of state, and 
Alex W. Stephens, of the court of 
appeals. 

Resolution of Legislature. 

The resolution of the legislature and 
the statements of officials relative te 
the death of General Wright are as 
follows: 

“Whereas, on September 17, of this 
year, 1920, Honorable William Am- 
wose Wright will have completed fifty 
years of continuous service in the 
office of comptroller general of the 
State of Georgia, having been re- 
elected thereto by the people of the 
commonwealth every second year since 
he first entered upon the duteis of the 
office in 1879; and 

“Whereas, the soldier service of this 
chivalric son of the state in the 
armies of the Confederate States of 
America resulted in the loss of his 
right leg in the Second Battle of 
Manassas, August 30, 1862; and that 
his private life has been impeccable 
and his public services to the state 
as its comptroller general for half a 
century have been vigilant, stainless 
and invaluable: therefore 

“Be it resolved, the senate and 
house concurring, that the highest 
appreciation and gratitude of the peo- 
ple of Georgia is hereby expressed

Mrs. Thompson appears to be a 
fairly well educated and widely trav el- 
ed woman. This, she says, is her 
first encounter with the law. Satur- 
day night when an adept photographer 
“shot” her picture as she was enter- | 
ing the detective bureau she went into 
hysterics and fainted. 

“I didn’t see this salesman Breed- 
love until this spring when I went 
to Miami to see the Stribling- Shar- 
key fight,” she went on in recording 
her acquaintanceship with the bandit.

“It is my duty as chief executive 
of the state to enforce the law .., 
This I shall do without qualification 
or reservation.

“The supremacy of constitutional 
government rests on law and order.

or lawful organization to enjoy the 
tullest freedom of theught, speech and 
penceful assembly.

14.—(#)— While China and the soviet 
union are exchanging diplomatic notes 
seeking settlement of the controversy

The official Tass News agency re- 
ported from Vladivostock that White 
(;uards last Wednesday invaded soviet 
territory and terrorized the local pop- 
ulation and on Friday raided and ran- 
‘sacked the postoffice at Osipouvka, 20 
‘miles north of Nikuss. They wounded 
| the telegraph operator and carried 
‘off all telegraphic apparatus, 

Vladivostok also reported Chinese 
military authorities were recruiting 
‘Russian White Guards in Chinese 
'territory to carry on frontier assaults 
/and to pursue terroristic practices. 

A telegram from China today said 
Chinese soldiers opened fire on a 
soviet border post near Manchura 
station and added that such assaults 
occur every day in that vicinity. 
Blagoveschensk reported similar at- 
tacks by Chinese troops 80 miles from 
there at Royarkovo. 

Meanwhile soviet workmen, stu- 
dents and members of communist or- 
ganizations through the country are 
organizing and mobilizing military de- 
tachments to meet any future emer- 
gency.

That was the first Coolidge dis- 
appointment in his effort to round out 
the Harding-Hughes naval agreements 
of 1921-22. Complete failure of the

It was intimated in Washington 
that Paris, Rome and Tokyo had 
been kept advised of the Washington- 
London naval accord conversations.

Minnesota has lost outstanding 
players, notably Gibson, Ukkelberg 
and Johnson, linemen; Haycraft, end, 
and Hovde, backfield flash. The 
Gophers say that they lack line ma- 
terial, but they have such an abund- 
ance of backs that Dr. Spears may 
shift Bronko Nagurski to tackle, his 
old position. 

14 GOPHER VETS. 


Minnesota’s 14 veterans include 
Tanner, perhaps the best end in the 
Big Ten, and Brockmyer, a dangerous 
back. Although it is said their new 
material is only average, it is a good 
guess the Gophers will be formidable. 

Michigan’s losses, barring Pom- 
merening, tackle, are unimportant, 
and 15 veterans of the 1928 team, 
which pulled itself together so splen- 
didly in the closing games against 
Illinois and Iowa, are an excellent 
foundation. 

The Wolverines are popularly sup- 
posed to have many strong sopho- 
mores, but one advice from Ann Arbor 
holds that only two or three are 
worth mentioning. Nevertheless, 
Michigan’s potential strength is al- 
ways great, and under a new coach, 
Harry Kipke, who has fire and drive, 
the Wolverines will be dangerous. 

Wisconsin’s heaviest losses were in 
the line, and included Wagner, Bin- 
ish, Connor and Backus. The Bad- 
gers looked for a good backfield but 
a weaker line, until at least half a 
dozen new linemen showed great prom- 
ise in spring practice.

Berlin, September 14.—(4)—The 
German people, according to Foreign 
Minister Gustave Stresemann, “could 
accumulate the sum necessary to pay 
the Young plan annuities to the last 
decade by decreasing by half for one 
year their consumption of beverages, 
cigars, cigarets, sweets and such lux- 
uries.”’ 

The foreign minister was so quoted 
today by the newspaper Tageblatt in 
an interview obtained with him at 
Geneva. He said that “in the next ten 
years the German people will have fo 
pay 7,000,000,000 marks (abaut $1,- 
666,000,000) less than under -the 
Dawes plan for reparations pay- 
ments.” 

He said that while the Young plan 
was financially the lesser evil, polit- 
ically it was decidedly the better solu- 
tion. “The Young plan decreased the 
burdens of Germany. It banishes con- 
trol of our economic and financial 
life. We are again masters in our 
own homes.”

United States government and the 


league. 
May Withdraw. 

If the objections of the Uhited 
States cannot be met, the United 
States shall have the right te with- 
draw its membership in the World 
Court “without any imputation of its 
unfriendliness or unwillingness to ¢o- 
operate generally for peace and good- 
will. 

One proposed amendment to ‘the 
committee report on, the protocol for 
the revison of the statute of the World 
Court occasioned a brisk encounter 
on the floor of the assembly. This 
proposal aimed to strike from the pro- 
tocol the requirement that World 
Court judges should “possess recoz- 
nized practical experience in interna- 
tional law.” 


HOOVER EXPECTED 
TO APPROVE ENTRY. 

Washington, September 14.—()— 
American adherence to the world 
court is again up te the United 
States as a result of the ratification 
today by the League .of Nations’ as- 
sembly of the revised reservation pro- 
posed by the United States senate. 

President Hoover is expected to ap- 
prove the modified reservation. With 
a strong pronouncement against it 
already voiced by some of the senate 
republican leaders, however, there is 
some doubt as to whether he will 
again submit the world court issue to 
the senate within another year. 

Word of ratification by the League 
of Nations assembly prompted Sena- 
tor Wash, democrat, Montana, today 
to call for immediate action by the 
president with a view of getting sen- 
ate ratification, the last step now 
necessary for American adherence. 

Senator Walsh is confident of again 
securing senate approval of Ameri- 
can adherence to the court despite 
the determined opposition threatened 
from the League of Nations irrecon- 
cilable group. 

Chairman Borah, of the foreign re- 
lations committee, and Senators John- 
son, republican, California, and Moses, 
republican, New Hampshire, ranking 
members of the committee, all have 
given notice of their opposition to the 
modification of America’s reservation 
which was worked out by Elihu Root. 

With this opposition in sight, the 


administration has indicated that it 
will await formal signature of the 
Root formula by the other nations 
before again asking senate ratifica- 
tion. This will mean the wait of an- 
other year.

Old Likened 


TRAVELER RECALLS ESCAPADES OF SCOTTISH QUEEN 


To Hollywood of Moderns 


BY EDWIN G. PINKHAM.

Edinburg, Scotland, September 14. 
From the goings on in Holyrood pal- 
ace, as I recalled them in visiting 
these scenes, it strikes me that Holy- 
rood in the times of the Scottish 


kings must have been a good deal | 


like Hollywood. 

Such goings on! Poor Mr. Rizzio 
stabbed in 35 places, I think it was 
—some such number—and Lord Darn- 
ley blown out of his bed with gun- 
powder, and Mary. Queen of Scots— 
but let us spare the ladies. Let us, 
as Mr. Wegg said, drop the subject. 


Let us say it was just like Hollywood 
and let it go at that. 

And yet in spite of all these pal- 
ace diversions, which must have tak- 
en up a good deal of their time, the 
Seots never lost an eye to business. 
They made the greatest trade in his- 
tory. They, or the Stuart kings act- 
ing for them, traded this turbulent 
Scotland for the English crown. 
James VI of Scotland, son of Mary 
and the blown up Darnley, became 
James I, of England, and thereafter 
it was the job of thé English to keep 
Holyrood politics quiet. By that 
trade England got four Stuart kings, 
and they and their descendants kept 
her busy for a century and a half. 

Tenacious People. 

The Scots gave up their customs 
slowly, and the Stuarts were a custom 
with them. Buckle says that up to 
modern times the Scots were canni- 
bals and ate each other, but I do 


not believe it. Scarce as food may 


have been there must have been 
something available more tender. 


A tough 
what other could have built a nation 
on these crags? And despite the un- 
ion with England they remain a na- 
tion; race, character, speech aside 
—and even these are* not English— 
their genius itself is national. 

You cannot find anybody more un- 
English than Burns, Scott, Stevenson, 
Hume and Carlyle. You cannot pick 
up a Victorian novel of the sea in 
which the ship's engineer and the 
ship's surgeon are not Scots—there 
you have another manifestation of the 
national genius. In theology—well, 
you know what the Scots are in that, 
I hope. 

In soldiering, try to name a part 


and tenacious “people— [ 


and it becomes very bad indeed. Es- 
pecially in a castle high up on a rock, 
as Edinburgh castle.is, and as diffi- 
cult to assault successfully as Edin- 
burgh castle always was. 

About that castle now; I fear it 
has unsettled my faith in Stevenson. 
I am aware his seamanship has been 
criticised, mostly I suppose by read- 
ers of Conrad, but you wouldn't sup- 
pose a Stevenson—one of whom built 
lighthouses and bridges—would be off 
on his engineering. Yet R. L. S.’s 
French prisoner, St. Ives, escaped 
from this castle by letting himself 
down over the face of the crag on a 
rope. And in the night, too. 

I imply no disparagement of the 
French, who are a _ resourceful peo- 
ple, but I have looked the place over 
and am ready to say St. Ives couldn’t 
have done it. Stevenson should have 
given us something more rational, 
something we could believe even about 
a soldier of Napoleon; he should have 
given St. Ives an airplane. 

One Excuse. 


There is one excuse for Stevenson; 
there is a legend of a similar exploit 
in the Stuart annals, and I must 
suppose he made use of it. 
Queen of Scots is supposed to have 
lowered the infant James, who was 
born in this castle, by the same means. 
If you pursue the legend you will run 
into another, which is that it was 
not Mary’s child that she lowered in 
a basket over the rock, but another 
infant; that the queen’s child died 
and that by a clever substitution the 
Scots were handed an alien for a 
king. 

It is curious how this hint of im- 
posture runs through Stuart history. 
James II, the last of England’s Stuart 
kings, was accused of a like inposture. 
When it was supposed the birth of 
an heir might prop his tottering 
throne an heir appeared—but  be- 
lieved by many in the hysteria of the 
times to be no royal heir at all. 

This was the luckless infant known 
to history as the Pretender. He and 
his heir supply the background of 
much Scottish romance. They did 
much for Walter Scott and for Thack- 
eray—though I suppose it would be 
more correct to say those writers did 
much for them.

NewY ork, September 13.—There 


never has been a time in the history / 
‘of this country when the stock market 


had such ‘widespread interest as is now 


. being shown and the reason for this is 


found in the figures published this 
week covering the turn-over on the 
New York Stock Exchange alone for.

The 
high of 101.51 established in the 
“War Baby” bull stock market of 
1916 compares with the 304.80, the 
new high for all. time established the 
last tong Se of August. Compared 
with the closing prices for July, the 
closing prices for August alone showed 
an advance of 21.40 points. Compared 
with the low price for the year made 
March 26, at 226.77, the high made 
on the closing day of August shows 
an advance of no less than 78.03 


points. 
Two Show Loss. 


There have been only two months 
this year when the average price at 
the close of the month showed a de- 
cline from the month's opening price, 
March and May.

Macon, Ga., September 14.—(/)— 
William Lavarre answered a cross- 
examining question in the Hall-La- 


varre newspaper suit today with the 
statement that he broke with Harold 
Hall when his associate had said he 
had removed exhibits intended for the 
federal trade commission from Inter- 
national Paper Company files. 

Lavarre had been questioned close- 
ly as to when differences arose be- 
tween the two men, who purchased 
four newspapers in the southeast with 
$870,000 furnished by the Internation- 
al Paper Company early this year. 
Hall is suing Lavarre for equal oper- 
ating control of the Augusta (Ga.) 
Chronicle, the Spartanburg (S. C.) 
Herald and pa. i and the Colum- 
bia (8. C.) Record. 

Describes Break. 

Thé witness said he “began to sus- 
pect Hall” when he got “too close to 
the Internationa] Paper Company.” 

“I wish to fix that time,” pursued 
George 8S. Jones, attorney for Hall, 
who has been cross-examining Lavarre 
for the last two days. 

“I broke with him,” Lavarre said, 
“when Hall told me the reason they 
didn’t have any exhibits in the fed- 
eral trade commission hearing was 
because he and Hurlbut (W. N. Hurl- 
but, of the International Paper Com- 
pany) got to the file and removed 
them.’’ 

Shortly thereafter one of the short 
daily recesses was taken. Questioning 
was resumed within a few minutes and 
Lavarre was still on the stand under 
cross-examination when Federal Judge 
Bascom 8S. Deaver adjourned the hear- 
ing until September 23. 

After the session today Hall issued 
a statement to the press in which he 
formally denied Lavarre’s charge. 

“It is utterly untrue,” Hall said.

FEED PRICE GAIN 
MARKETS DULL 


Poor pastures, together with the 
prospective smaller corn, grain sor- 
ghum, hay, cotton and flax crops, is 
a strengthening factor in the present 
domestic feed market situation, states 
the Grain, Hay and Feed Market 
News Service of the United States 
bureau of agricultural economics. 
Prices of feedstuffs advanced en- 
erally during the week ended Sep- 
tember 11. Feed grains were holding 
steady but hay markets continued 
generally dull. 

The decline in the condition of farm 
pastures during August exceeded that 
for any previous month on_ record 
since June, 1911. The decline was 
severe in all parts of the country 
except in the far southwest and in 
that section conditions were about 
average. Pastures improved some- 
what since the close of August, espe- 
cially during the past week, with rain- 
fall over an extensive area where 
drought had previously prevailed. Corn 
prospects were lowered during August 
in practically all parts of the country 
because of the unusually dry condi- 
tions, but the peseperes oats crop 
showed practically no change. In the 
south Atlantic states the prospective 
corn crop is about four per cent above 
last year’s short harvest, while in 
the south central states a decrease of 
six per cent was shown by the Sep- 
tember forecast. The grain sorghum 
harvest was estimated to be sharply 
under that of last year, and that crop, 
if released, represents a material de- 
crease in the feed and forage supply 
in the southwest. August drought 
sharply reduced yields of alfalfa, sec- 
ond growth clover, millet, cowpeas 
and other varieties of hay harvested 
late in the season. 

Estimate Reduced. 

The preliminary estimate of the 
wild hay crop was also reduced. The 
lower estimate of the flax and cotton 
erop points toward smaller domestic 
supplies of high protein feeds this 
coming year. 

As the result of a slackening in 
flour milling output, offerings of mill 
feeds were correspondingly less, and 
with continued fair demand prices 
advanced around 75c to $3.50 per ton 
during the past week at the larger 
distributing markets. Corn by-prod- 
uct feeds were holding about steady, 
but alfalfa meal developed a stronger 
tone with a better demand. Linseed 
meal prices showed further advance 
with unfavorable flax crop progress. 

Cottonseed meal prices advanced $1 


to $3 per ton during the past week, | 


largely as a result of the smaller crop 
in prospect, which in turn indicated 
the shorter supply of cottonseed cake 
and meal for this season. During the 
past month the unusually hot and dry 
weather seriously interfered with the 
fruiting of the cotton plants and re- 
duced prospective yields, although 
weevil damage was reported checked. 
These conditions reduced the cotton 
crop to 14,825,000 bales and _ the 
robable outturn of meal for the 1929- 

season about 115,000 tons. On 
the basis of this crop and the carry- 
over of old crop meal, the supply for 
the present season appears about

New York, September 14.—(/)— 
Signs of nervousness in speculative 
quarters which has carried prices of 
leading issues substantially lower this 
week were not entirely lacking from 


today’s two-hour session of the stock 
market, ‘but in general the market 
displayed a firmer undertone, and ma- 
jor operations were toward higher lev- 
els. Trading was in good volume, 
more than 2,100,000 shares changing 
hands, but was notably less active 
than last Saturday. 

Rather extensive profit-taking was 
inspired by the prospect of firm money 
late next week, some bankers predict- 
ing that high money rates will persist 
until October. Some $1,800,000,000 
will be turned over the first of the 
week in connection with the quarterly 
income tax payments, treasury rbefi- 
nancing, and regular mid-monthly set- 
tlements. The treasury was reported 
to have made its customary overdraft 
in connection with its refinancing. The 
overdraft is understood to amount to 
some $150,000,000, placing a large 
credit at the disposal of the banks for 
a few days, which is expected tem- 
porarily to easy money conditions. 

Paramount in the day’s news were 

huge merger developments in the utility 
field, including the purchase from the 
Mellon interests of the Frontier Cor- 
poration, holding highly valuable pow- 
er rights in the St. Lawrence valley, 
by the Morgan-sponsored 
Hudson Power Company. 
United Founders, Group’s new hold- 
ing company, public utility holding 
corporation, offered to exchange its 
share for those of Southern California 
Edison, Pacific Gas and Electric, Pa- 
cific Lighting and Portland Electric 
Power. The former announcement 
brought some revival of bullish inter- 
est in the power stocks, but the latter 
announcement came late in the session, 
and it was apparent that there would 
be some opposition to the exchange 
terms. 

The week-end trade and industrial 
reviews reported that the fall upturn 
in retail and wholesale trade had 
started off satisfactorily, but that the 
trend of heavy industries, such as 
steel and automobile production, still

remained «A uncertain. With a 
sag in scrap steel prices causing some 
apprehension, renewed demand’ for 
steel was reported from the Youngs- 
town area, however, and it was stated 
in automotive trade cireles that pro- 
duction was picking up a little. 

The rail stocks were notably firm, 
Baltimore and QOhio rising a couple 
of points and Louisville & Nashville 
5 peints to new peaks, and New York 
Central, Norfolk & Western, New 
Haven and others making moderate 
gains. Chesapeake & Ohio, however, 
slipped back about 3 points in profit- 
taking. Renewed buying in the oils 
was also conspicuous, Standard of 
New Jersey rising 3 points to equal 
its record price at 80 1-2. Sun Oil 
shot some 5 points more to another 
new top. 

In the utilities, United Corporation, 
a Morgan holding company, was in 
good demand, and American Water 
Works, Pacific Lighting and Pacific 
Gas & Electric made moderate gains. 
Stone and Webster developed renewed 
buoyance, makin: an extreme gain of 
International Hydro Blec- 
tric and Federal Water Service gain- 
ed new peaks. Several leaders of the 
group sagged under profit taking, 
however. 

Commercial Solvents, which yester- 
day advanced a 10-for-one splitup, 
shot up 51 points to a. new peak at 
530, and Case Threshing jumped 15 
points to close at its high. A few 
specialties, including Grigsby Grunow, 
Cutler Hammer, and Timken Roller 
Bearing reached new high levels. Un- 
derwood-Elliott mounted nearly 6 
points, in response to President Wag- 
oner’s statement that earnings for 
the last half year would exceed that 
.. the first half, and that foreign 
business is expanding rapidly. Cop- 
pers were inclined to saz, although 
Granby was sent up about 6 points, 

Several leading issues were de- 
pressed, American Telephone and 
United States Steel sagging a point 
or two, while Celumbia Gas, Ameri- 
can and Foreign Power, Air Reduc- 
tion, Interantional Telephone, Stand- 
ard Gas, and Western Union lost 3 to 
5 points. Worthington Pump, a 
strong feature yesterday, dropped 9 
points, and most of the Ps nl 
store issues, which were pushed for- 
ward as a group yesterday, slipped 
back a point or two. 

Commodity markets encountered 
considerable week-end selling. Cot- 
ton futures lost more than $1.50 a 
bale, and wheat and corn sagged a 
cent or more on bearish weather re- 

rts.

' Criminologist and To Make Study 
Of Social Status of Turkish Women 
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ISTED AMONG the interesting number of passengers sailing from New York recently 

aboard the steamer Lapland were Mr. and Mrs. Paul Seydel and their youngest son, John, 
of this city. These prominent Atlantans, who are as familiar with European customs and travel 
as they are with America’s, usually select early fall for their annual journey to foreign 
shores. Inimediately after landing in Antwerp, the travellers will make a hurried trip to 
Brussels to spend ten days with Mr. Seydel’s family, who figure prominently in “Who's 
Who” in Belgium, Mr. and Mrs. Seydel will use their influence to persuade the former’s 
cousin, Adolph Max, noted and beloved burgomaster of Brussels to make an early pilgrim- 
mage to America for the purpose of a lecture tour. Following a few days’ stay in Vienna 
the Atlantans will proceed to Budapest where Mrs. Seydel will interview the great Dr. Vam- 
brey, leading criminologist of the world. This is of particular interest to Georgians because 
of the fact that this prominent Atlantan was the only woman appointed by Governor Hard- 
man to serve on the crime commission. 


New territory will be invaded 
by these widely travelled Atlan- 
tans this fall for they will visit 
that new country, Jugo-Slavia, 
which since the World War has 
enjoyed an independent status 
unfettered by Turkish rule. Three 
days will be spent at Belgrade, 
capital of this new country which 
consists of a number of former 
Balkan states including Serbia, 
Montenegro, part of western Bul- 
garia, and districts of Bosnia, 
Croatia, Dalmatia and Sloyania. 
There is no city in Europe more 
interesting than Belgrade, the 
‘pride of all Serbians and for its 
‘defense the Serbian army fought 
‘desperately during the world con- 
‘flicte A few days’ stop will be 
made by the Atlantans at Sofia, 
‘capital of Bulgaria, the former 
. Balkan state that allied with Aus- 
*tria from 1915 through 1918 in 
an attempt to exterminate the 
‘Serbian people. Before leaving the 
_ States, Mrs. Seydel confided in 
One of Four Women that she was 
-anticipating the purchase of a na- 
tive costume in Bulgaria, that 
country noted for its colorful and 
exquisite embroidery. Those of 
us with vivid imaginations can 
picture this charming brunette 
wearing a costume of crimson or 
royal purple embroidered in 
threads ‘of brilliant hues at the 
fancy dress ball this winter at the 
'Piedmont Driving Club. 

Perhaps the most intrigueing 
days of all will be spent by the 
travellers in Constantinople, that 
educational and cultural center 
of Turkey. Here Mrs. Seydel will 
study the striking social changes 
relative to the status of women 
since they were given their free- 
dom in that country. Not since 
the World War have the Turkish 
women worn the veil and in 1925 
the European hat began to trans- 
plant the traditional ‘‘carshaf.” 
The Atlanta travellers will find 
men and women mingling free- 
ly in the streets of Constanti- 
nople and all public gathering 
places. Even the universities of 
Turkey have opened all its. de- 
partments to women, In other 
words, they will find a modern- 
ized Constantinople. A brief stop 
will be made at Smyrna en route 
to Athens long enough for Mr. 
Seydel and the young son, John, 
to purchase some of those far- 
famed Smyrna figs, their favorite 
fruit. A wealth of interest awaits 
the Atlantans in Athens, where 
they will visit-the renowned 
Acropolis made so familiar to 
Americans by Richard Hallybur- 
ton in his widely read book en- 
titled ‘“‘The Roval Road to Ro- 
mance.’ Sailing from Greece 
aboard the luxurious liner Vul- 
cania, stops will be made at 
Naples, Palermo and other points 
in southern Europe before the ar- 
rival of these popular Atlantans in 
New York November 1.

The cornerstone of Constitution 
Hall bears this inscription : ‘‘Constitu- 
tion Hall—a memorial to that immor- 
tal document, the Constitution of the 
United States, in which are incorpo- 
rated those principals of freedom, 
equality and justice for which our 
fathers strove.” Over the main en- 
trance is caryed the motto of the 
Washington family—‘The end crowns 
the work.’” It is built of limestone. 
The architecture is colonial in design. 
The interior carries out this idea ar- 
tisticaHy and also shows the emblem- 
atic. colors of the Daughters of the 
American Revolution. 
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opened October 22, in Washington, D. C., with vesper service. 


The roof of Cnstitution Hall really 
covers two buildings—a magnificent li- 
brary and an auditorium, which seats 
4.000 people. The central floor space 
or orchestra section of the auditorium 
is surrounded. by a horseshoe forma- 
tion of 52 boxes. Forty-nine of these 
boxes represent the states of the Union 
and the District of Columbia, and each 
box bears the seal, in colors, of the 
state it represents. 

Disposal of President. 


One box will be at the disposal of 
the president of the United States, one 
for the use of the president general 
of the D. A. R., and one ofr the use 
of the National Officers’ Club. Just 
back of the boxes, seats rise tier by 


tier, and taking into consideration the

A Political Fact. 

Prophesy is a precarious business 
even under the most favorable condi- 
tions, but prophesying about Russia, 


' where anything may happen, because 


everything has happened in its long 
past, would be reckless indeed. There 


is ever the danger, too, to paraphrase 
an old saying, that one’s “wish will be 
the father of one’s prophesy.” How- 
ever; that should not keep us from 
seeking to look the facts in the face, 
and. forming our best judgment as to 
the trend of events. Some things stand 
out with clear significance. The pres- 
ent government has survived success- 
fully a civil war, in which its ene- 


mies were aided by practically all the | 


powers of western Europe and the 
United States. Again, it successfully 
resisted Poland in a war in which she 
was aided by France and other pow- 
ers. Today it may be said without 
reasonable contradiction that every 
counter-revolutionary influence within 
Russia, which ever had the ghost of 
a chance of success, has been de- 
stroyed. The authority of the govern- 
ment is practically unquestioned 
throughout its vast dominions, and 
there is eviderice everywhere of a po- 
litical and social system which is func- 
tioning in an orderly manner. The 
Seviet Union of Republics is “a going 
concern.” The judgment of the most 
impartial observers with whom I have 
talked, and with which my own judg- 
ment concurs, is that whatever changes 
may come in the future will come by 
evolution and not by revolution. The 
government of the future will be the 
outgrowth, or the development, of the 
present government. That there may 
be, and most probably will be, sig- 
nificant changes is readily granted, but 
L am convinced they will be changes 
from within and not from without. 


Form and Substance. 

Now a word as to the nature of this 
government which is winning the 
loyal support of a hundred and sixty 
million people. It is essentially an 
oligarchy. On paper, it has the forms 


of a democracy. The local soviet elects 
representatives to the district soviet, 
which sends representatives to the pro- 
vincial soviet, which elects the menm- 
bers. of the national soviet, and this 
national body elects the president and 
cabinet. An examination of this sys- 
tem, however, reveals the significant 
fact that only members of the com- 
munistic party are allowed any par- 
ticipation in these elections, or are 
eligible for ang, political office. The 
number of the members of this party 


is variously estimated at from ei ht 
hundred thousand to a million - 
a quarter. No one knows the exact 
number, because there are periodi 
purgings of the party when any inef- 
icient or suspected members are ex- 
cluded. If you accept the largest esti 
mate, you have a million and a quar- 
ter people ruling one hundred and six- 
ty million. 

But this is not all the story. The 
communistie party itself is ruled from 
above and not from below. While 


there is a so-called people's parlia- 
ment, there is a central suecaiined 
committee, which has the veto power 
over parliament, and is clothed with 
supreme executive power ad interim. 
It can said, too, without qualifiea- 
tion, that the fundamental principle 
of the, soviet rule is absolute con- 
formity of every member to the ma jor- 
ity decisions of this executive commit- 
tee. Such a unity of action is neces- 
sary to party dictatorship. Trotsky, 
for example, was not expelled for a ny 
particular doctrine or policy which 
he advocated, but because he refused 
to submit when he failed to carry a 
majority of the leaders with him. 


Dictatorship and Freedom. 
Fundamental to any understanding 
of the Russian situation is the accept- 
ance of the fact that the soviet gov- 


ernment is an absolute dictatorship. 
A group dictatorship, if you please, 
but a dictatorship. There may be?! 
argument as to how many people com-. 
pose the group, but whatever the’ 
number, it is an infinitesimal minor-: 
ity of the total population. We must. 
not be fooled by any euphemistic / 
phrases: which imply the principles of’ 
democracy. Whatever has been said—— 
and much can be said—in justifica- 
tion or extenuation of this system, -

T. A. as breath is to the body. In 
my humble estimation at least one- 
half of the “organizing” could be junk- 
ed and study research, investigation, 
set right in the middle! Or well, to 
have it represent in its function an 
open forum where local needs and 
problems of children are debated 
squarely. No speaker should be al- 
lowed to theorize or diagnose with- 
out debating solutions, which debate 
would demand child study, psychology 
and mental hygiene. 

The P.-T. A. should investigate all 
kinds of local school situations and 
educational fields. There could to 
advantage be a “traveling commit- 
tee” looking out and beyond the home 
cirele for all the good things. 

Some reward for leaving Johnny 
screaming for two hours once a 
month if we are aiming at the crux 
of the matter—to raise our educa- 
tional standard and with a long look 
ahead to improve our vote in the next

thumbs together and answered, somewhat 
hesitantly : 

“It used to be a saying that within 
Peking’s walls no one ever starved. This is 
no longer true. The ‘Peiping’ of today is 
not the prosperous city for which that 
aphorism was made. And our organiza- 
tion has no funds for the upkeep of the 
precious and historical buildings and ar- 
ticles left in our trust.” 


Chiang, according to a Chinese friend of 
mine who happened to be a member of the 
party, then asked how much money would 
be needed to effect the rehabilitation. The 
caretakers busied themselves and present- 
ly handed him a statement, listing various 
items which totaled around $60,000. Deciar- 
ing that he was depressed by the signs of 
inattention, Chiang added that he felt the 
people would approve of an appropriation 
for that amount. Accordingly, he person- 
ally pledged the sum, much to the satis- 
faction of the society. 

It was a noble gesture. Unfortunately 
there were some who raised their eve- 
brows and commented that the Nationalist 
general (concurrently chairman) was mere- 
ly making a bid for popularity in the north. 
But then there always are those unreason- 
able cynics who refuse to believe it is pos- 
sible for a Chinese general to be senti- 
mental. 


There were many who regretted that 
Chiang did not also visit the Summer Pal- 
ace, where scenes of the mischief of time 
and the elements are even more painful to 
wistful souls who still believe that a thing 
of beauty, even though it was created for 
a royal tryant, ought to be preserved as 
long as possible. Resting in the lap of the 
Western Hills, a few miles outside Peking, 
the celebrated summer palace grounds are 
perhaps the most impressive mementos of 
China’s regal past. 

In the buildings of this group and in the 
articles contained in them are expressed 
much of the individuality of the cultural 
attainments of Chinese civilization for sev- 
eral recent centuries. Perhaps here is the 
peak, the most superb zenith of Chinese 
artistic accomplishment. There are vases of 
green jade, flawless in coloring: ivory 
screens carved with exquisite result and in- 
finite patience; gem-crusted thrones; lac- 
quer chests inlaid with ebony; bronzes and 
porcelains, cloisonne and damascene, all 
worked by artisans whose secrets of skill 
have been long since forgotten. 


Most impressiye of all are the buildings 
themselves—-rambling pavilions, shuttered 
shrines, throne rooms and audience halis 
and countless chambers dedicated for such 
varied employments as could occur only to 
a Dragon Emperor. And yet over the whole 
scene there is today a sadness, for the fin- 
gers of dilapidation slowly are spreading 
over the area. and apparently none is capa- 
ble of combating the deterioration. 

The famous “Marble Boat, that is sup- 
posed to have cost several million dollars 
and incidentally lost China a war because 
it was made with money appropriated to 
build a Chinese navy for use in the Sino- 
Japanese conflict of 1894, is today a sagging 
roofed, broken balustraded, crumbling cor- 
niced edifice, already robbed by decay of 
much of its original beauty and now being 
used as a playground by the Shansi sol- 
diers quartered nearby. Elsewhere on the 
grounds tiles in the pavilions are broken, 
sprouting weeds have parted the stones in 
the courtyards, and there are numerous 
evidences of the need for a troop of re- 
pairmen. | 

Leading to the “Summit of Long Life” is 
a double stairway, flanked with balustrades 
of imperial vellow hue. Its tiles are of an 
especially smooth, satiny texture and many 
of them are beautifully embossed. Along 
this stairway, for almost its entire length, 
these tiles have fallen and broken to bits, 
or have been removed by curio seekers. One 
notices a number of them offred for sale by 
the Peking art dealers. How did thev get 
them? The answer is plainly in the hun- 
dreds of coolie soldiers, who are allowed to 
flood into what, ironically, once was the 
forbidden villa. 

More depressing is the museum's custom 
of “withdrawing” articles from time to 
time, as these become “unfit for display.” 
There are stores in Peking, Shanghai and 
Tientsin at which such unduplicated treas- 
vres now are offered for sale at fancy 
prices, but most of them have found their 
way t© America, particularily to New York, 
where all the world’s best dreams are being 
ecliected for the Fifth Avenue menage. 
Proceeds from the museum's sale of such 
articles are supposed to “provide funds far 
the upkeep of the palaces.” 

Alas, one looks in vain through the 


azure tinted halls of the Manchus; there 
are no indications of efforts at mainte- 
nance. One cannot but be skeptical] of the 
museum's success at preserving things as 
they are—or used to be. True, at frequent 
intervals around the palaces one notices 
large signboards, listing the various en- 
Geavors of the Palace Museum Society. But 
it is common knowledge that the Chinese 
reaction to a statement of intention usually 
is equivalent to the approval given an ac- 
tual performance. And the Chinese have 
rather a passion for signs. Every one 
knows that they seldom mean anything, but 
every one is supposed to pretend that they 
Go. I shall never forget one such announce- 
ment that greeted me on a visit to a tem- 
ple aquarium in celebrated Soo Chow. It 
read: 
See these fine fish! 
In the pond on purpose to preserve 
The Lives of Fish 
of West Garden! 

The astonishing fact was that there was 
not a single fish in the entire piscatorial 
retreat, all of them having been removed 
long since by the Kiagsu soldiers ostensibly 
placed there to prevent others from doing 
that very thing! 


There is nothing new In witnessing the 
early stages of decadence at an ex-capital 
of China. Looking back through Chinese 
history, one is reminded that numerous and 
glorious though the capitals of this former 
empire have been, today little remains to 
identify any of them. Nanking, for in- 
stance, faded and waned after it had been 
anbandoned by the Mings; its royal palaces 
swooned and finally were obliterated alto- 
gether by the scourge of the Taiping rebels. 

And when, after a lapse of six centuries, 


the Kuomintang recently restored Nanking 


as the national city, nothing but an ancient 
tomb on a purple hill suggested that this 
straggling city might have held the Dragon 
Throne in another era. Likewise, in Soo 
Chow, Sianfu and Hangchow only a few 
bits of archaic broken masonry testify to 
the fact that in those places, too, at one 
time blosSomed the Forbidden City. 
Regarded separately from the general in- 
difference in Peking toward expiring ob- 
jets d'art, there are many indications that 
the Ming-Manchu capita] is on the path of 
regression. Though to the tourist it is still 
by far the most interesting city in the 
Orient, the animation that once made it

Fortunately Peking has good railw 
connections; lines enter it from three dir 
tions. But it has few other industrial 
commercial advantages—upon its asset 
capital alone it always has depended f 
its popularity in trade. The presence 
the official departments furnished am 
stimulus to business. Thousands of cler 
were required to manipulate the machine 
of government; purchasing offices boug 
millions of dollars worth of material a 
nuallv. Prior to the revolution in 1911 t 
wealthy Mandarins and Manchu prince 
maintained large establishments. To pr 
vision the elaborate banquets held in th 
expansive dining halls, numbers of ser 
ants were emploved and prosperity assur 
to hundreds of Chinese “merchants. 


Even after the Manchus were expe)) 
and the Dragon Emperor became an imyt 
tent nonenity. so long as* the capital 
mained at Peking. through all the viciss 
tudes of the republic, there were politicia 
and militarists to empty their fortunes in 
the local market and to buy expensi 
homes and furnishings and porvide f 
households equally as extravagant as the 
of the unseated rovalty. Foreign diplom: 
brought more wealth, and their staffs a 
attaches, together with their friends a 
relatives. encouraged Sino-foreign trac 
The removal of the capital to Nanking n 
onlv robbed Peking of its most importa 
business accelerant, but it also put thou 
ands out of work, made their dependen 
destitute and generally lowered the stam 
ard of living. 

The loss of the Mongol trade was t 
second blow to Peking. Formerly it va} 
frequent sight to witness camel Carava! 
coming in from the plateaus laden wh 
furs and hides, with wool and amber al 
jade and other rich products of the ou 
lands. After the Peking-Suiyuan railwg 
had been thrust into the northwest, passis 
through Kalgan, Suiyuan and Paotao, mug¢ 
of this traffic was handled by rail, and 
steadily increased the prosperity of Uw 
capital. But since the Russian influen 
became dominant in Urga and other citi 
under the Mongol banners, most of th 
trade has been diverted through Sovi 
Siberia. Particularly within the last tv 
or three vears Mongols have routed the 
Caravans almost exclusively toward Sov) 
trading posts. 

Reasons for this change are quite a]

America must be reformed, reorganized and 
strengthened. 


The United States appears to have failed 
where England, France, Germany, Austria, 
Holland and others have succeeded. To 
those countries crime waves are as remote 
and as “typically American” as baseball 
and skyscrapers. Their methods of main- 
taining law and order are as varied as the 
seasons, but they have one thing in com- 
mon—the criminal is brought promptly to 
justice. 

When a man commits murder in England 


_he is usually sentenced within two or three 


months of his arrest, and the sentence is 
carried out soon thereafter. Three clear 
Sundays are allowed him between death 
sentence and execution, and this period 
may be extended if he appeals against the 
death sentence. When a man steals in 
France he is promptly deported to Devil's 
Island. When a man is convicted of man- 
Slaughter in Holland he does ten to twenty- 
five years solitary confinement. 

The foundations of the English prison 
system were laid in 1778, when an act was 
passed to introduce three new principles 
of dealing with criminals, separate confine- 


ment, hard labor, and instruction, secular 
and religious. 
These principles have survived, though 


the methods of applying them have changed 
enormously. At various times in the last 
150 years royal commissions and boards of 
inquiry have studied penal conditions and 
suggested reforms, with many important 
improvements resulting. 

The Penal Servitude Act of 1864, the 
Habitual Criminals Act of 1869, and the 
Prevention of Crimes Act of 1871 legalized 
reforms which made the English penal code 
of the late nineteenth century the most 
humane and effective that had ever ex- 
isted. 

As a result of reforms introduced in 1878, 
1594, 1908 and 1914, the present English 
system is as different from that of 1871 
as the 1871 system was from the one of 
1778 

Today all prisons are under the super- 
vision of a permanent prison commission. 
The local prisons, which correspond to 
county and city jails in the United States 
are governed in the same way and are 
subject to one set of laws and regulations. 
There is no difference in the method of 
treating prisoners in different prisons; the 
method varies only according to the classi- 
fication of the prisoner, no matter where 
contined. The treatment of prisoners in the 
convict prisons, penitentiaries, is also uni- 
form, and under the direction of the prison 
commiss'on. 

One ct the many advantages of this cen- 
tral control of prisons is that the criminal!) 
is protected from graft, violence and con- 
tamination, while the community is protect- 
ed from the criminal. 

Another advantage is the opportunity 
given to classify malefactors and send them 
to special prisons. Not merely the particu- 
lar offence of which the criminal is con- 
victed determines his punishment, but his 
age, sex, character and previous 
are taken into consideration. 

When a man is convicted of a petty of- 
fence in England he may be fined or put 
on probation, instead of imprisoned. He may 
pay, the fine in instalments. In this way 
thousands of unfortunates are saved from

in a few months, short-timers work at 
Simple tasks. 

The prisoner serving a long sentence may 
be employed at bookbinding, printing, car- 
pentry, tinsmithing, shoemaking or tailor- 
ing. His output is bought by the govern- 
ment. There is no question of underselling 
free labor or competing with outside work- 
shops. The small percentage of prisoners 
punished for idleness (0.6 0.7 pr cent a year) 
proves that the average prisoner prefers 
hard work in company to idleness in his 
lonely cell, his lot if he refused to work. 


As prison life is arduous and all the work 
hard, irrespective of the phrase “hard 
labor” being attached to the sentence, au- 
thorities agree the prisoner must have food 
of quality and in quantity to keep him fit. 
In local prisons three nourishing meals are 
served each day, though the governor may 
impose certain punishments for breaches 
of discipline. One is a bread and water diet 
of not longer than three days. 


Normally, breakfast consists of porridge 
and tea, and supper of cocoa, bread and 
margarine. Dinner varies, according to a 
prescribe diet of meat, vegetables and pud- 
dings. The diet is arranged by experts and 
combines a maximum of nutriment with a 
balanee of the necessary elements. 


Physical welfare is in the hands of the 
prison medical officer, while moral and 
mental welfare is undertaken vy the prison 
chaplain and voluntary teachers. The an- 
nual death rate in prisons is 28 per thou- 
sand. Recidivism is still high, stxty-four 
per cent of men and eighty-seven per cent 
of women returning to prison.

The society 
has done excellent work in giving the 
prisoner financial and moral aid to begin 
an honest life.

The convict prisons of England serve 
more or less the same purpose as state peni- 
tentiaries in the United States; they are 
used for men or women sentenced to three 
years or more penal servitude. 

The convicts are divided into three 
classes: (1) The Star Class, for convicts not 
sentenced before and not of corrupt habits, 
If a member of this class exercises a bad 
influence he is removed to (2) the Inter- 
mediate Class, mostly criminals previously 
convicted of serious crime. Men in this 
may be promoted to the Star 
Class if their conduct is exemplary, or re- 


duced to (3) the Recidivist Class, habitual 
criminals and incorrigibleg. 


Convicts may by industry and good con- 
duct win promotion to the special stage 
in which they can earn gratuities and buy 
articles for relaxation or comfort. There 1s 
also a small category of elderly convicts 
too feeble to be dangerous. If these are of 
good conduct they are freed as far as pos- 
sible from prison conditions. 


All classes of convicts, except the aged, 
are subject to the mark system, funda- 
mental principle of the English penal sys 
tem. Every convict is required to earn 
a certain number of marks according te 
length of sentence to gain remission or ad- 
vance from one class to another. The marks 
are given for actual labor, and earning them 
by industry or forfeiting them through mise 
conduct constitutes convict discipline. 


No gratuities are paid the general con- 
vict, either for labor or good conduct. How- 
ever, a government grant is placed in the 
hands of a special convict aid society, whose 
function is to help rehabilitate the released 
convict. 


The law allowing further imprisonment 
for a dangerous criminal after he has un- 
dergone penal servitude has had great suc- 
cess. It is designed only for professional 
criminals sentenced more than three times 
to imprisonment and at least once to penal 
servitude.

A special prison is maintained for men 
sentenced to preventive detention. They 
proceed there directly after their term of 
penal servitude, and remain five to ten 
years. They can earn gratuities to buy 
articles from the canteen. 


The rules are generally less severe than 
In convict prisons, the inmates having privi- 
leges for good conduct, such as association 
at meals, smnoking and reading. Moreover, 
the men qualifying for conditional dis- 
charge receive a certain amount of free- 
doom as a test of fitness to be released. 


When & man appears capable of an 
honest life he is released on conditional 
license, and turned over to a central asso- 
clation for supervision. He must report 
regularly to this association and convince it 
that he is leading an honest and industrious 
life, in order to retain his freedom. If he 
fails to do this, his license is revoked and 
he must serve the remainder of his sen- 
lence. 

Through this preventive detention the 
dangerous criminal is retmoved from society 
for longer than his acBial sentence pro- 
vides, and his mode of life is under con- 
stant surveillance after his release. The 
professional safe-breaxetc, for instance, is 
much less likely to do “just one more job” 
after his release if by ¢Cping so he risks a 
ten year preventive detimtion sentence on 
top of the three years of penal servitude 
that particular robbery entails.

Civil War Telegrams That Tell a Graphic Story 


A clear picture of the events incident to Sherman's evacuation of Atlanta can 
be seen by reading these copies of the telegrams sent and received by Confederate 
leaders. They were found in the telegraph office at Milledgeville. 

A study of Sherman's actual movements, in comparison with Gen. Wheeler's 
advices, shows. with what accuracy the south’s great cavairy leader kept himself in- 
formed regarding the enemy's position. 

President Davis had no troops to send to aid Gov. Brown, who, with his usual 
ability, sent forward all the Georgia militia he had-—some 2,500 men—under Gen. 
W. Smith. Many of these were aged men, well over 75 years, and brave 
boys of 14 to 17 years old. They fought bravely at Griswoldville, near Macon, and 
stoutly contested Sherman's crossing of the Oconee River. In that fight, died Hon. 
Stephen Manigault, a South Carolinian, born in 1770. The late Dr. Todd, of Atlanta,

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Lincoln Oak Excites Interest 


2) F Miss Hattie Hardy, secretary of 
Mal the Albany Chamber of Com- 
Ger} merce, fails in her effort to’ grow ~ 
—,— Whiskers on the Abraham Lincoln 
oak in her home town, it will not be be- 
cause of lack of advice on how to grow & 
beard on an oak tree. 

Miss Hardy recently broadcast an appeal 
for suggestions in growing a beard on the 
tree so as to change the likeness to that 
of Robert E. Lee, beloved hero of the 
Southland. A prompt deluge of mail follow- 
ed, bearing tips on tree-beard culture froin 
many parts of the United States. 


Letters from all over Georgia, from Ten- 
nessee, South Carolina and Arkansas reach- 
ed Miss Hardy, and one Arkansas person 
was so interested that she looked up Albany 

¥ and is now sold on the city. Most of the 
letters recommended use of gray moss for 
the whiskers, and pointed out that the 
moss could be trimmed to any shape de- 
sired. 

The tree whiskers business began when 
a friend of J. M. Porter, manager of the 
Continental Can Company, who recently 
came to Albany from St. Louis, clipped an 
Associated Press picture of the Lincoln 

‘gak from the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, and 
sent it to Mr. Porter with the suggestion 
that he get the chamber of commerce to 
grow some whiskers on the tree so that it 
would resemble Lee rather than Lincoln. 

Another letter received from the “Gentle- 
man from St. Louis,” as Mr. Porter's friend 
has been known since the tree whisker 
stories began, said “I understand that many 
have suggested the use of moss as it 1s 
gray in color and can be moulded to form 
the features of the Southern hero. As a 
further suggestion, it may be possible to 
prune the branches of the tree to produce 
the proper likeness without the use of moss, 
and if the lower limbs are inoculated with a 
small amount of a Georgia liquid made 
‘from corn I am reasonably certain the 
grayish color can be obtained and the 
whiskers will grow in wild profusien.” 

The “Gentleman from St. Louis,” who is 
R. C. Westerman, district manager of the 
Continental Can Contpany, Inc., continued: 
“Only a small amount of this liquid should 
be used, however, for if the tree were in- 
oculated with a large amount, strange 
things may happen; in fact the tree may 
decide to leave the state or make insulting 
remarks to passing motorists.” 

The Lincoln oak grows on the east side 

‘ ' of the Dixie Highway (or 
Scenic Highway) two miles south of Albany. 
The circumference of the tree is nine feet

two inches, and the diameter is 35 inches. 
It is 70 feet high and about 70 years old. 
The tree is a black oak. The resemblance 
of the tree to the profile of Abraham Lin- 
colin was discovered about a year ago. It 
has never been trimmed, and is in a nat- 
ural state.

But even a gondolier has his pride. He is a true 
Venetian knight. He may rob you, but if you can- 
not read his tariff or speak his language or drive a 
bargain before you embark you are one of the op- 
portunities of life. He has no false sentiment about 
you. It is essential that Venice should live, and he 
is as much a part of the scenery and tradition of the 
great mistress of the Adriatic as is the Piazza, or the 
four fodderless horses in front of St. Mark’s. The 
pigeons can gorge themselves on the tourists; why 
not the gondolier? He, too, has a hungry winter be- 
fore him. 

I have said he has his pride. Let them talk of 
abolishing him and you hear the voice of the redoubt- 
able Venetian that thundered in Constantinople, in 
Jerusalem and defied Popes and emperors. Every 
year there is the rumor that the gondolas will go. 
When the steamer came to plague the Grand Canal 
the gondoliers struck. It was a menace. 
ers staved, alas! but so did the gondolas. 

Now Venice sighs for a tunnel. The other cities 
of the world have subways. She wants a subway, 
like any self-respecting city. After terrible battles 
between the old school and the new, Venice is to 
have a subway. But again the gondola will remain. 
Silvio has said so. Some one whispered that Venice 
underground would prove fatal to Venice afloat.

EWS. such as it was, of the prog- 

ress of affairs on that spot of 
drifting ice inside the Arctic circle 
where the wreck of the Range- 
finder perched precariously, drifted into 
the Chronicle office all day long. 

Lindbloom wirelessed that he had refuel- 
ed and was starting back to find the spot 
where he had dropped Stephen Hard. He 
reported that, owing to low visibility, he 
would have to rely on the Aperiodic com- 
pass in order to locate approximately the 
the position of the presumable wreck and 
survivors. 

An hour or so later a cable from Spitz- 
bergen, via Stockholm, announced the re- 
turn to itS base of the GN 16, the Ger- 
man dirigible of the Collier relief expedi- 
tion. Captain Sachs reported the discovery 
of the Rangefinder and the landing of sev- 
eral members of the expedition, including 
Eve Dahlstrom and her fiance, Leroy Col- 
lier, sponsor of the expedition. Owing to 
sudden storm and snow, the GN 16 had 
been obliged to cast loose while the relief 
party was still on the ice. 


Captain Sachs’ report spoke of one box 
of phonograph recording cylinders, the only 
freight from the Rangefinder that they had 
been able to hoist on board before they 
were obliged to cut their mooring lines and 
run before the wind. They were being ship- 
ped by airplane to Liverpool and thence by 
steamship to the New York base of the 
original Dahlstrom expedition.

Among the statistical facts and calcula- 
tigns was the statement: “The half of all 
that are born die before they reach the 
age of 17, so that those who outlive that 
period, more or Jess, enjoy a preference, 
which one half of the human race does 
not attain.”

The central purpose of religion is fellow- 
ship with God. An experimental knowledge 
is the only sure and satisfactory knowledge 
vou can have of God. This sense of God is 
immediate. You have.a knowledge of your- 
self so immediate that there is no language 
in it, no act of judgment or opinion. You 
have a self-feeling that is direct and in- 
tensive. You are to have such an immediate 
knowledge of God as of yourself, only this 
consciousness of God has. been closed up 
by sin and is open by your religious ex- 
perience. 


Jesus declares: “The world se@th Him not, 
neither knoweth Him, but ye know Him, 
for He dwelleth with you and shall be in 
vou.’ This new consciousness of God is de- 
clared by St. Paul: “That Christ may dwell 
in vour hearts by faith—that ye may know 
the love of God which passeth knowledge.”

John Wesley, in quoting 
the words long afterward, said, “I did not 
at the time understand him, but the root 
of the whole matter lies just there.” 

There is no second-hand word that can 
take the place of the certainty that be- 
longs to a man’s own individual conscious- 
ness. John Wesley sent word to Whitefield, 
“I have prayed to the God, and He says for 
vou to come to London.” Whitefield had de- 
cided to go to America, and replied, “If 
the Lord wants me to come to London, 
why doesn't He tell me so.” There is the 
story of the young prophet whom the Lord 
directed not to turn aside; but listening 
to the voice of an older prophet, he was 
devoured by the lions. We do violence to 
our own personality and fall into tragical 
peril when we abdicate our own spiritual 
and individual consciousness. 


God is known to us in personal experi- 
ence. Surely the divine and the human 
spirit may meet and we can know. It was 
the late Dr. Johfi Smith, of Edinburgh, 
who said, “As truly as there is a region 
of man which fronts the external world, 
viz.:—-the five senses, there is another 
region which fronts God. which can enter 
into converse with God, derive personal 
qualities therefrom which can nowhere eisce 
be found.” Horace Bushnell taught the same 
thing. He says we have “an immediate 
sensing power to which God may be as truly 
known as we know the distinct existence of 
ob jects perceived by the eyes.” President 
Schurman, of Cornell, speaks of our knowl- 
edge of God as “a datum of consciousness.” 
That is to say, I have self-consciousness, 
I know that I exist. So, too, I have a God- 
consciousness. My knowledge of God can 
be as certain as is my knowledge of myself, 
Dr. Caird speaks of these experiences di- 
rectivy as “soul visions.” Are there for us, 
too, in these latter days, visions of God? 
Can we be as sure of his presence as thesc 
statements seem to warrant? Is it a matter 
of fact? John Wesley used the following 
memorable words in a letter: “If then it 
were possible ‘which I conceive it is not) 
to shake the traditional @vidence of Chris- 
tianity; still, he who hath the internal evi- 
dence—-and every true believer hath the 
witness of evidence in himself--would stand 
firm and unshaken.” 


Dr. George A. Gordon, a noted preacher

RAIN sickness is neither so fash- 

ionable nor so dreadful as sea- 
sickness, I gather. For the pre- 
vention and relief of seasickness 
there are as many sovereign remedies 2s 
there are doctors and victims, but the 
paucity of authoritative information on 
train sickness in medical literature is rce- 
markable enough to make one ,. wonder 
whether train sickness really happens. 

In passing (which we had better do as soon 
as we can) I suppose I ought to report how 
the vote now stands on my own pet way 
of preventing seasickness. I wish I could 
work up a little enthusiasm about it, bu: I 
den’t know; we'll have to have some more 
vetes before we can decide whether mv 
method is worth bothering with. Here is the 


i ‘(count at present: 


— 


Fifty-six correspondents report that they 
have tried the method and it worked per- 
fectly; 21 of these say they have suffered 
severely from seasickness on previous voy- 
ages. Thirty-five correspondents report fa- 
vorably but say the treatment did not en- 
tirely prevent trouble; they think it saved 
them from the more severe sickness that 
fellow passengers suffered. Forty-one cor- 
respondents report that the treatment fail- 
ed to prevent seasickness, though many of 
these say they followed the directions only 
partially. 

Within the year a new treatment has 
gained adherents. It consists of a dose of 
from 3 to 5 grains of sodium nitrite by 
mouth every two. hours until relief is ex- 
perienced. 


Another novel seasickness remedy or pre- 
vention is suggested by a ship surgeon, who

believes that passengers will more likely 
escape seasickness if they can be induecd 
to eat liberally of fresh fruit and the car- 
hohydrates generally and avoid fats. He 
even_gives dextrose (a sugar) by injection 
into the veins and otherwise as a remedy 
for seasickness. 

A writer in a German medical journal 
thinks that people who “get their sea legs” 
become immune to seasickness, and that 
means learning to counteract movements 
of the ship, veluntarily at first and later 
automatically or involuntarily, instead of 
allowing themselves to be tossed about. This 
physician asks why should we try to sup- 
press this equilibrium reflex by sedative 
drugs. This seems sensible. It is true that 
Seasickness remedies of the sedative class 
are of little avail unless they actually in- 
duce sleep. * 

My own method still seems good to me.

Train sickness, as I experienced it, is just 
a darn mean feeling, the making of a 
headache and a tremendous squeamishness 
about the esophagus, if you know where it 
is. The seizure comes on after some hours 
of riding, and it is a misery, all right. Makes 
one wonder what grudge Mr. Pullman had 
against the world or whether he was ever 
forced to sit 10 hours or toss that long in 
one of his chairs or bunks. But finally 
comes sundown, and with it blessed sur- 
cease. No, it is the coming of twilight that 


does the business, not the dinner. I've test- 
ed this carefully and repeatedly and I 
know that the train sickness steals away 
with the bright sunlight, whether one eats 
at this time or not. 

I have a mere theory that this train 
sickness, if there is such an entity, is due 
to the intense strain on accommodation 
from the rush of features past the win- 
dows. One can’t help focusing on 
rapidly moving obiects, or trying to, if one 
is awake. And this is especially so if there 
is bright sunlight on the whirling pano- 
rama. You may try to regard the more slow- 
ly changing horizon, which is compara- 
tively restful; but you can’t ignore the rush 
of things across the foreground, not unless 
you surround yourself with a special screen 
to cut off the foreground from your view. 
When the sun:sets and early dusk arrives, 
this animated foreground fades into a 
neutral grayish border which bothers your 
accommodation little or none at all. Soon 
after the accommodation is put at rest 
(comparatively speaking) the _ distress 
ceases. So I believe that if car windows 
were a foot higher than they are, or car 


‘seats a foot lower, one might ride a day 


or two, if not exactly in comfort, at any 
rate without suffering train sickness. 

Some persons suffer a similar sickness 
even when riding in street car, subway or 
elevated, bus or private automobile. I be- 
lieve the cause is the same in all cases. 
It is not eye Strain, for plenty of people 
with excellent vision suffer, and plenty of 
people with defective vision or crudely fit- 
ted glasses never experien :e train sickness. 
It is rather some disturba)ice of the deli- 
cate mechanism that controls equilibrium

The witness related how he had seen 
Henry and the woman walk up the street 
together and how the walk had ended.

She broke down when 
the state produced the letter to Mrs. Gagne 
and again during the reading of her con- 
fession. Mrs. Laurette Gagne, the widow 
of the slain bridge worker, joined in the 
sobbing and became hysterical when the 
cries of Fela’s baby were heard in the 
room near by. 

As Assistant District Attorney John 5. 
Schwartz read into the record the woman's 
damning words those were the only sounds 
in the courtroom—his voice, the sobbing of 
the two women, and in the distance the 
cries of the infant whose conception had 
brought on the tragedy. 


“I'm awfully sorry that I disgraced my 
son, John, by doing this thing and I'm 
sorry that I broke up my home and my 
husband's heart—and my own heart, too,” 
read Schwartz. “But I'm glad I shot Henry 
Gagne. I shot him because I asked his help

for myself and my coming child and he 


wouldn't lift a finger to réturn his debt of 
love.”

the defendant there were 
witnesses, including her brother, 
Roy Gryso, and the faithful husband, to 
testify to Fela’s strange behavior, fits of 
depresssion, and the like. Palick told of how 
che sometimes went into tantrums in the 
restaurant and also how, on several oc 
casions, she tried to commit suicide. An- 
other witness was Mrs. Chariotte Allen 
who lived with Fela for seevral months in 
1925. and who testified that Mrs. Palick 
had constant crying spel's because of her 
fear of childbirth. 

Henry A. Ronk,

Palick had hired, related how he had fol- 
lowed Henry and the woman to Rudeo, near 
Poughkeepsie, on a warm night the previous 
June. 

Others told of fits of temper\and Fela’s 
playing of a phonograph all night, riding 
in a scenic railway in a thunderstorm, dis- 
charging employes at night and rehiring 
them in the morning. 

All this, of course, to back up the de- 
fense of emotional insanity. 

“Did youri wife ever tell you she loved 
Gagne?” Mulvey asked Palick. 

“Yes—often.” 

“You knew of your wife's relations with 
Gagne; what did she say to you when you 
reproached her?” 

“She called me a fool and laughed.” 

Palick told of his visit to the Vassar 
street place and of finding the two in the 
bathroom. 

After he left the stand he went back to 
his restaurant to prepare his wife's evening 
meal. He said it was the least he could 
do for her. 


Dr. Paul C. Lybyer, first insanity expert 
for the defense, testified that he had con- 
ducted tests and that his conclusion was 
that she was sub-normal, with the emo- 
tional age of a child of 9. The court in- 
quired how, if she had the mind of a child 
of 9, she could talk maturely with the doc- 
tor on her sex relations with men, child- 
birth and other subjects on which an un- 
developed girl is uninformed. 


“But nine-year-old girls are not unin- 
form on such matters,’ said Lybyer. 

Dr. William Thompson, alienist of the 
Hudson River state hospital, said he be- 
lieved that Mrs. Palick had been insane 
at the time of the killing, but that he 
could not certify to her insanity at the 
present time. 


“What would you say was the matter 
with the defendant here?” asked the _dis- 
trict attorney in cross-examination. 


“[ would say that she was a psycho- 
pathic personality with episodes of excite- 
ment and emotional instability,’ Dr. 


Thompson replied.

and, when disturbed, causes vertigo. This 
mechanism may be influenced through the 
eyes as well as through the ears. 


One ship surgeon makes a practice of 
putting exhausted victims of seasickness in- 
to a tub of warm salt water at 90 to 95 
degrees for half an hour or longer. This 
gives great relief and promptly. The relief 
cannot be ascribed to the mere sedative or 
soothing effect of the bath. It is due to 
the change of the patient’s environment. 
In such a salt water bath the body almost 
floats, being supported lightly by contact 
here and there with the tub. The tub itself 
shares the rolling and pitching of the ship, 
but the water in it keeps its level. It ap- 
pears to slant this way and that as the ship 
rolls, but a spirit level floating in the tub 
proves that the water in the tub remains 
level. The patient must not see the apparent 
oscillation of the water in the tub—a 
bandage over the eyes prevents this. Volun- 
tary shutting of the eyes is not enough, for 
in some cases vertigo is increased by the 
effort of closing the eyes. I do not under- 
stand this last—but then, it is evident I 
have never suffered the jolly old mal de 
mer. I am eloquently informed by people 
who have had it that closing the eyes is a 
horribly painful effort; or if one is caught 
with the eyes closed, then it is just as bad 
to open them. But I have had train sickness 
and I know how it feels to have the conduc- 
tor come blithely demanding one’s ticket 
and credentials for the steenteenth time 
when one is not feeling at all like digging 
them out again. I suppose one looks like a 
stranger to the conductor along toward 5:30 
in the afternoon.

when she killed Gagne, and then Reynolds 
produced Mrs. Gagne, the widow, as one of 
his rebuttal witnesses. Mulvey fought this 
bitterly, insisting that the prosécution had 
violated an agreement that neither baby 
nor widow be allowed in the courtroom. 
He asked that all her testimony be stricken 
from the record and that he be aliowed to 
produce the infant in court. 

Justice Taylor ruled that the state was 
permitted to call Mrs. Gagne but ad- 
monished the jurors, whom both sides 
seemed to regard as exceedingly susceptible 
to disregard the fact that the blackrobed 
witness was a widow. 


Mrs. Gagne’s, testimony seemed to have 
little significance. She told of being intro- — 
duced to“@la by Henry, and of how Fela 
looked at Mrs. Gagne’s dresses and remark- 
ed that they were not as nice as hers. The 
witness said she countered with a state- 
ment that she had some much nicer dresses 
but they were home in Nashua. 

The case went to the jury April 19, and 
after five and a half hours they returned 
a verdict which appeared to be quite a 
shock to the defense—guilty of manslaugh- 
ter in the first degree. Mrs. Palick scream- 
ed hysterically and had to be carried out 
of the courtroom. 

Justice Taylor sentenced her on April 
23 to the maximum penalty, twenty years 
imprisonment in Auburn penitentiary.
